Ledbux, a philanthropic worker who re- 
cently opened the "church of the unemployed" in the West End, 
led a group of 50 to the Common to bring home, he said, to the 
people of Boston their stories of human misery, just as William 
lloyd Garrison pleaded for the slaves on the same spot 70 years 
ago. It was to prove that his charges were not parasitic floaters 
but instead good citizens out of a job, that he put some of them 
on the block, he explained. 


Ledoux' efforts to get work for his men were not 'rewarded. 


This would be one grand Utopia If there were employment 


always for everybody at his particular trade or kind of work and 
it would be a near approach to an earthly Arcadia if each and 
every man were able to sell his day's labor day in and day out. 
But it can not be done and who are we going to blame? While 
thousands of men are thrown into the busy whirlpool of city life 
and become ensnared in a net from which there is no easy escape, 
is it not just as true that thousands more are neglecting to take 
advantage of the opportunity to till the soil and thus gain a living 
wihout being dependent on those who deal in labor by the hour and 
day ? Life on the farm is no dream but no one ever heard of a 
family on a farm being without food or raiment.
